ALBERTA FISH AND GAME ASSOCIATION 

Henry Lembics, President of the Alberta 
Fish & Game Association, in a recent nes 
sage to Alberta farmers, sugested that 
farmera seriously consider granting per- 
Bission to hunt only to those people who 
can provide proof of their ability to 
pay for any damage they may couse. He 
pointed out that most Fish 4 Geme clubs 
carry Public Liability and Property De~ 
mage to protect their members. Proof of 
a hunter's financial responsibility is 
Printed on the back of his membership 
ard 

Mr. Lembicz reminded farmers that it is 
no longer necessary to insure crops a- 
geinst duck or other wild life danage. 
It is now possible to claim for crop 
damage up to a maximm of $15. per acre, 
the money coming from a fund paid for by 
aunters. 

Mr. Lembicz went on to state that the 
Alberta PUA, together with the FUA and 
Stockgrowers Association, continues to 
Press the Alberta Governnent to include 
livestock indemnity with the present 
crop demage insurance scheme. The Gov- 
ernment has promised to look into this 
scheme which is already in effect in 
some Canadian provinces. 

This is a long-standing ain of the PUA, 
and the Government's promise to look 
into the scheme is the first encoureging 
Tesponse on their part, and we are very 
hopeful that thie will be effected. 

Mr. Lembics pointed out that the POA is 
greatly concerned with the behavior of 
hunters in the field, and hopes thet 
the Association's hunter training prog- 
ram, which is progressing very satisfac- 
torily throughout the Province, will re- 
sult in a better educated type of hunter 
who will be welcomed by land owners. 
Henry Lembicz is an Alberta farmer who 
is as prominent in the FUA as he is in 
Fish and Gane circles.

How necessary are all those extra vitamins you pump into your family 
every year? Do you know what vitamins are and where they come from? Are you 
‘in the know" on vitamin 


Vitamins are dietary essentials that the body is unable to make, at 
least in amounts needed, but must obtain from outside sources. Vitamins should 
be thought of as nutrients, and not as medicine. They are best obtained from 
FOODS properly chosen and prepared. Vitamins should not be given to babies unless 
mother has been advised to do so by her Doctor. She may only be incurring an 
unnecessary load on her budget,and vitamin overdosage for her child. 


The two main kinds of vitamins are: those soluble in water and therefore 
not stored in the body causing excesses to be rapidly excreted; and those containing 
fats and oils which are stored and accumulated in the body where excesses may do 
serious harm. 


Vitamins protect you against diseases you would probably get if you were 
receiving NO vitamins. Taking more vitamins (over and above proper diet) does no 


better than enough. If you take vitamins to make you feel better, to give more pep, 
to incre. your children's appetite or to prevent colds in winter, you are keeping 
yourself from the facts. The truth is distorted by clever advertising, promises for 
better health and half truths that encourage vitamin overdose. 


Nowadays, many foods are artificially vitamin reinforced but people 
continue to take extra vitamins which can be dangerous. Money is often needed for 
other things besides unnecessary quantities of vitamins. 


Vitamins are plentiful in all available foods during all seasons. At one 
time, many important foods were not available in winter, thus creating a lack of 
important dietary substances. CANADA'S FOOD GUIDE teaches about the RIGHT foods and 
anyone who includes meats, vegetables, eggs, butter, fruit and whole milk does not 
require any additional vitamin, except Vitamin D as indicated in the Guide. 


Infants on evaporated milk usually do not require extra vitamins A and D 
but need vitamin C found in juices (orange, apple, tomato ). Now there are 
evaporated formulae which contain vitamin C as well as A,D and B. Some mothers 
do not READ LABELS and should! 


A survey in Vancouver on vitamin intake of infants revealed that vitamin 
supplements may be needed under the guidance of a doctor in the followig instances: 
infants on breast milk or cow's milk without vitamin D enrichment; infants whose 
milk intake is low; Infants allergic to orange juice or vitaminized apple juice or 
those who consistently refuse any food supplement containing the extra vitamin. 
Supplements are added only under a DOCTOR'S SUPERVISION. 


If you can afford to buy expensive vitamins, you do not need them. Spend 
the money on more of the proper foods listed in Canada's Food Guide. A well-balanced 
diet will supply you and your family with all the vitamins and minerals that you need.
